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The  reasons  are  sound.  The  Master  Medical  Plan  is  the  broadest 
extended  benefit  protection  ever  offered  by  Massachusetts  Blue 
Cross-Blue  Shield.  □  These  extended  benefits  apply  to  many 
additional  days  for  treatment  in  participating  hospitals.  There 
are  allowances  for  consultations  and  private  duty  nursing.  Also, 
medical  care  in  the  hospital,  in  the  home,  physician's  office  or 
outpatient  department,  as  well  as  for  prescription  drugs  and  ap- 
pliances, n  In  addition  there  are  benefits  for  treatment  in  mental 
hospitals,  chronic  disease  hospitals,  and  nursing  homes.  □  In 
Massachusetts,  the  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  Master  Medical  Plan 
is  available  to  companies  of  five  or  more  eligible  employees,  if  a 
sufficient  number  apply.

With  the  retirement  of  Senator  Leverett 
Saltonstall,  Edward  M.  Kennedy,  who  was 
elected  to  the  United  States  Senate  in  1962, 
becomes  the  Senior  Senator  from  Massa- 
chusetts. The  young  Senator  has  already 
moved  to  the  forefront  in  the  battles  for 
legislation  designed  to  improve  the  social 
and  economic  status  of  the  common  people. 

In  the  Senate  action  on  the  Greater  Society 
bills  that  have  stamped  the  89th  Congress  as 
the  most  progressive  in  history,  our  young 
Senator  was  outstanding  in  his  efforts  not 
only  to  win  enactment  but  to  improve  the 
original  versions. 

When  the  bill  to  provide  $1.75  billion  for 
continuation  of  the  War  on  Poverty  came  to 
the  Senate,  it  was  Senator  Kenned}-  who 
added  an  amendment  to  establish  Neighbor- 
hood Health  Centers  and  also  an  amendment 
to  create  an  assistant  directorship  whose 
chief  concern  will  be  the  problems  of  the 
elderly  poor. 

On  legislation  relating  to  education,  Senator 
Kennedy  sponsored  an  amendment  which 
added  $50  million  to  the  program  whHi 
promotes  innovation  and  experimentation  in 
educational  techniques.  The  METCO  oper- 
ation in  Boston  was  funded  under  this 
program. 


Our  young  Senator,  in  his  most  recent 
report  to  his  constituents,  expresses  disap- 
pointment at  some  of  the  failures  of  the  89th 
Congress  —  such  as  its  failure  to  act  on  a 
measure  to  control  interstate  traffic  in  fire- 
arms, its  failure  to  strengthen  the  civil 
rights  laws,  and  its  failure  to  repeal  Section 
14(b)    of  the   Taft-Hartley   Act. 

On  the  latter,  he  emphasized  the  point  with 
these  words  in  his  address  to  our  Ninth 
Annual   Convention : 

"As  proud  as  we  are  of  this  record  of 
increasing  the  minimum  wage  and  unemploy- 
ment compensation,  I  say  that  we  have  a 
record  that  we  can  stand  but  not  a  record 
we  can  rest  on.  Certainly  we,  and  as  a 
spokesman  here  for  the  United  States 
Senate,  I  say  we  have  not  done  our  duty. 
I  say  we  have  not  yet  met  our  responsibility 
to  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  working- 
people  of  this  great  State  and  of  New  England 
and  our  country  when  we  have  not  repealed 
14(b)." 

We  expect  Senator  Edward  M.  Kennedy, 
as  the  Senior  Senator  from  Massachusetts, 
to  continue  to  fight  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  working  people  of  his  state  and  of  the 
entire  nation.

The  question :  How  has  the  establishment 
of  collective  bargaining  under  the  law  im- 
proved the  living'  standards  of  people  in  our 
Nation? 

Since  collective  bargaining  was  guaranteed 
to  the  worker  by  law  in  the  National  Labor 
Relations  Act,  the  position  of  the  employee 
has  become  much  more  secure  in  the  shop. 
Now,  by  law,  the  worker  is  granted  a  voice 
in  his  working  conditions  and  environment, 
and  is  not  totally  subject  to  the  whims  and 
fancies  of  his  employer.  He  is  given  the 
chenge  to  obtain  an  honest  wage  for  the  work 
he  is  doing  and  can't  be  robbed  by  his  boss. 
The  conditions  of  the  shop  itself  are  changed, 
with  safety  devices  to  insure  the  well  being 
of  the  worker  and  to  lessen  the  chance  of 
injur)'  from  accident.  The  worker  has  been 
given  Workmen's  Compensation  if  he  is  in- 
jured on  the  job  and  also  is  granted  a  pen- 
sion when  he  retires  from  his  job.  If  a 
dispute  or  disagreement  arises  concerning 
his  contract,  the  employee  can  submit  it  to 
arbitration  for  settlement  if  he  so  desires. 
The  worker  no  longer  feels  completely  alone 
and  helpless  against  the  power  of  big  busi- 
ness, because  he  can  seek  "mutual  aid  or 
protection"  by  law.  Finally,  the  worker  has 
been  given  a  new  incentive  to  work  because 
of  all  the  reasons  stated  and  because  he 
realizes  the  importance  of  the  employee. 

All  this  has  shown  how  collective  bar- 
gaining has  affected  the  worker  in  the  shop, 
but  this  reflects  to  a  great  deal  the  effect 
of  collective  bargaining  on  the  standards  of 
living  throughout  the  nation,  because  col- 
lective bargaining  first  directly  affects  the 
employee  and  his  job. 

Throughout  the  nation,  since  the  worker 
has  better  jobs  and  better  pay,  he  has  more 
money  to  spend  first  on  the  basic  needs  of 
life  and  still  has  some  left  over  to  spend 
on  luxuries  and  recreation.  His  purchasing- 
power  has  in  turn  created  more  jobs  for 
those  working  on  luxury  or  recreation  items 
and  products.  It  has  also  helped  to  stabilize 
industry  through  these  new  jobs  and  con- 
tinuously growing  demand  on  the  market. 
This  has  also  created  a  cycle  by  which 
everyone  helps  one  another  by  creating  new 
jobs  and  better  pay.  People  have  more  time 
for  recreation  also,  which  gives  them  more 
time  to  spend  more  money  on  the  recreation 
industry.  Since  people  have  more  money 
they  can  afford  to  live  in  better  conditions, 
therefore    ridding   the    nation   of  many    slum

areas.  The  great  distinction  between  the 
very  rich  and  the  very  poor  has  also  been 
alleviated,  creating  a  new  middle  class  in 
America.  Today  there  are  few  very  rich 
people,  although  some,  but  the  majority  of 
the  people  are  in  the  middle  class  with  good 
jobs  and  fairly  comfortable  incomes,  which 
helps  to  balance  the  nation  economically  and 
socially 

People  don't  have  to  fear  any  longer  an- 
other Great  Depression  because  there  aren't 
just  a  few  masters  or  "captains  of  industry.'! 
The  wealth  of  the  nation  is  more  evenly 
divided  among  the  population,  which  has 
produced  a  great  economic  upsurge  in  all 
fields  of  living.  People  are  now  enjoying  a 
new  prosperous  era  in  American  history 
which  has  been  directly  effected  by  the  im- 
provements in  working  conditions  through 
collective  bargaining.  The  standard  of  living 
has  risen  immensely  in  the  past  half  century 
within  the  nation  itself  and  is  now  at  its 
highest  point  ever.  Now  these  effects  are 
beginning  to  be  felt  in  England  and  France 
and  soon  will  be  felt  throughout  the  entire 
world.

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HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  YEAR 


At  the  conclusion  of  the  Eighth  Annual 
Convention  in  1965,  the  Legislature  was  still 
in  session  —  it  was  destined  to  run  into  the 
1966  session  without  a  break  —  with  the 
sales  tax  issue  still  the  predominating  factor. 
The  Massachusetts  State  Labor  Council  by 
convention  mandate  was  committed  to  con- 
tinue its  fight  in  opposition  to  what  still  is 
—  regardless  of  its  later  enactment  and  still 
later  approval  by  the  voters — a  regressive 
and  unfair   tax. 

When  the  Legislature  reconvened  on 
February  7  after  a  short  but  necessary  recess, 
the  officers  of  the  Council  declared  that 
organized  labor  was  sick  of  the  endless 
wrangle  over  a  tax  program  which  had 
"made  the  legislative  year  of  1965  an  un- 
precedented   waste    of    time    and   energy." 

"Let  the  Governor  and  the  Legislature," 
they  said,  "look  to  Washington  for  a  guide  to 
constructive  legislative  and  executive  per- 
formance. Let's  get  Massachusetts  in  step 
with  the  rest  of  the  nation."  The  allusion 
was  to  the  brilliant  record  of  achievement 
piled  up  by  the  89th  Congress. 

The    sales    tax,    however,    was    enacted   by 

the   Legislature   and   signed   into  law  by   the 

Governor      on    March    2.     The   State      Labor 

Council,  still  bound  by  convention  mandate  to 

continue   the      fight,   filed   a  petition     for   its 

repeal  and  brought  the  issue  directly   to  the 

people  themselves.     The  choice  of  the  voters 

on  November   8   was  to  retain  the   sales  tax 

on  the  statutes.        .  -n

made  progress.  A  strong"  position  was,  -taken  j 
in  support  of  two  bills  filed  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Consumers  Council,'  to  establish 
"truth-in-lending"  by  compelling  money 
lenders  to  state  the  total  amount  and  the 
,  exact  rate  of  interest  their  clients  must  pay 
1  on  any  loan,  and  requiring  retail  outlets  to 
state  the  exact  amount  of  interest  accruing 
over  varying  periods  in  rotating  charge 
acounts  and  other  instalment  plans.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  truth-in-lending 
bill  was  passed  by  the  House  with  an  over- 
whelming 209-2   majority. 

Among  other  important  bills  enacted  was 
the  minimum  wage  amendment,  raising  the 
floor  under  wages  to  SI. 40  an  hour  starting 
February  1,  1967;  a  bill  to  make  holiday 
and  vacation  payments  part  of  the  wages  due 
an  employee  under  oral  or  writen  agree- 
ment; another  imposing  penalties  on  em- 
ployers who  accept  or  pocket  gratuities  left 
by  a  patron  for  an  employee ;  and  one  to 
provide  that  certain  workers  not  directly- 
responsible  for  work  stoppages  but  who  are 
idled  as  a  result  of  these  stoppages  be  entitled 
to   receive   unemployment   compensation. 

Ninth  Annual  Convention 


STANDING  COMMITTEE  on  Organization  and  Affilia- 
tion of  the  Massachusetts  State  Labor  Council  laid  the 
groundwork  for  an  all-out  drive  to  reactivate  organiza- 
tional activities  and  to  promote  increased  affiliation  at  a 
meeting  on  February  10,  pictured  above.  As  a  result,  the 
officers  of  all  central  bodies  in  the  state  were  invited 
to  attend  a  special  meeting  on  March  10  for  the  purpose 
of  planning  coordination  and  direction  in  the  campaign. 
President  Salvatore  Camelio  and  Department  directors 
participated  in  the  February  10  meeting.  Committee 
members  present  were  Chairman  James  P.  Loughlin, 
Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  State  Council;  Secretary  Brad- 
ford Hamilton  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers;  Franklin 
Murphy,  Assistant  Regional  AFL-CIO  Director;  Lawrence 
Sullivan,  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Greater  Boston  La- 
bor Council;  John  Cunningham  of  the  Retail  Clerks;  John 
Troy  of  the  Machinists;  Andrew  Shusta  of  the  Carpen- 
ters; Raymond  Bolduc  of  the  Meat  Cutters;  and  Albert 
Litano  of  the  IUE.  Unable  to  attend  were  David  Mc- 
Sweeney  of  the  Machinists;  Ralph  Arivella  of  TWUA, 
Vincent  DiNunno  of  the  Laborers;  Joseph  Duggan  of  IUE; 
Gasper  Grassa  of  the  Teachers;  and  Fred  Rochford  of  the 
Papermakers.

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On  January  22,  Senator  Edward  M.  Ken- 
nedy addressed  the  Joe  Cass  Friendship  and 
Appreciation  Dinner  and  got  his  biggest 
round  of  applause  when  he  said  that  he  would 
fight  for  repeal  of  Section  14(b)  of  the 
Taft-Hartley  Act  until  the  "obnoxious 
section"  is  wiped  off  the  books.  Other 
speakers  at  the  Dinner  were  State  Senate 
President  Maurice  A.  Donahue :  Under 
Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  Robert  C.  Wood ;  Umass 
President  John  W.  Lederle ;  and  MSLC  Pres- 
ident Salvatore  Camelio. 

The  Seventh  Annual  Labor-Management 
Conference,  sponsored  jointly  by  the  North- 
eastern University  Center  for  Continuing 
Education,  the  Massachusetts  State  Labor 
Council,  the  Associated  Industries  of  Massa- 
chusetts and  the  Boston  Bar  Association, 
was  held  on  Saturday,  February  5.  The 
theme  of  the  Conference  revolved  around  the 
subjects  of  Fair  Employment  Practices  and 
Fair  Representation.  President  Salvatore 
Camelio,  Secretary  -  Treasurer  James  P. 
Loughlin  and  Counsel  Robert  M.  Segal  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Labor  Council  served 
on  the  Planning  and  Advisory  Committee  of 
the   Conference. 

The  Third  Annual  Boston  University  Labor 
Institute  was  held  March  26  in  the  Boston 
University  Law  School  Auditorium.  The 
topic  of  the  Institute  was  "New  Develop- 
ments  in  Labor  Law." 

In  February,  President  Salvatore  Camelio 
broadcast  a  statement  over  WEEI  in  answer 
to  an  editorial  from  the  station  criticizing 
labor's  efforts  in  support  of  legislation  to 
provide  that  strikers  be  entitled  to  unemploy- 
ment compensation  after  six  weeks  in  dis- 
putes deliberately  prolonged  by  an  employer 
who  refuses  to  go  to  arbitration.  On  the 
argument  that  employers  would  be  forced 
to  finance  strikes  against  themselves  —  the 
chief  argument  used  by  opponents  of  this 
legislation  —  Camelio  said:  "The  tax  paid 
by  the  employer  to  maintain  a  solvent  unem- 
ployment compensation  fund  is  imposed  for 
the  purpose  of  preventing  any  major  collapse 
of  the  'economy  in  periods  of  economic  decline 
and  mounting  unemployment.  It  was  set  up 
to  stabilize  the  economy  and  to  protect  the 
employer  against  bankruptcy  as  well  as  to 
enable  the  worker  to  feed  his  family.  So 
when  an  employer,  by  his  refusal  to  engage 
in  honest  collective  bargaining  even  to  the 
extent  of  refusing  to  go  to  arbitration, 
deliberately  prolongs  a  strike  for  a  period 
of  more  than  six  weeks,  then  the  economy 
of  the  community  in  which  his  plant  is  located 
begins    to    sink    to    dangerous    levels   —    and

MRS.  ANN  SCHNEIDER  —  better  known  as  Ann  Wein- 
stock  to  officials  and  rank  and  file  members  of  labor  or- 
ganizations —  was  presented  a  plaque  on  March  20  by  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  Textile  Workers  Union  of 
America  for  her  long  years  of  tireless  and  faithful  service 
as  mediator  and  conciliator  in  labor  disputes  and  nego- 
tiation stalemates  affecting  textile  workers.  Mrs.  Schnei- 
der, now  retired,  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  first 
woman  ever  appointed  as  a  member  of  the  U.  S.  Media- 
tion and  Conciliation  Board.  Presenting  the  plaque  is 
William  Pollock,  General  President  of  TWUA.  Second  on 
the  left  is  John  Chupka,  TWUA  Secretary-Treasurer,  and 
on  the  right  is  her  husband,  Dr.  Sam  Schneider.  The 
presentation  was  made  during  the  luncheon  period  at  a 
New   England  staff  meeting   in  the  Parker   House,   Boston. 
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it  is  at  this  point  that  the  basic  purpose  of 
the  unemployment  compensation  law  should 
be  considered   applicable." 

On  January  27  and  28,  Director  Francis 
E.  Lavigne  of  the  Council's  Department  of 
Education  and  Research  represented  the 
Council  at  the  Governor's  Conference  on 
Education  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts. 
In  his  report  to  the  Council,  while  conceding 
that  the  conference  had  merit,  Lavigne  ex- 
pressed the  feeling  that  not  enough  emphasis 
had  been  placed  on  the  need  for  a  more  com- 
prehensive expansion  of  vocational  education 
facilities  With  more  federal  funds  provided 
and  more  scholarships  made  available  than 
ever  before,  it  must  be  conceded  that  the 
opportunities  for  the  academically-inclined 
student  have  been  increased  substantially,  said 
Lavigne,  but  the  urgent  problem  at  this  time 
is  to  provide  more  opportunities  for  the 
normally  intelligent  but  not  bookish  type 
student. 

The  keynote  of  the  Area  COPE  Conference, 
covering  Massachusetts,  Connecticut  and 
Rhode  Island,  held  March  21  at  the  Sheraton- 
Boston  Hotel,  was  that  all-out  efforts  be 
made  to  assure  the  re-election  of  all  liberals 
in  Congress  who  made  it  possible  for  labor 
to  achieve  long-standing  legislative  objectives. 
Senator  Edward  M.  Kennedy  addressed  the 
conference. 

A  report  was  made  to  the  Advisory  Coun- 
cil of  the  Labor  Relations  and  Research 
Center  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
on  March  22  in  Boston.  The  report  disclosed 
a  greater  amount  of  progress  than  had  been 
anticipated  in  the  short  time  the  Center  had 
been  functioning  on  that  date.  Fifteen 
programs  had  been  completed  since  the 
Center  went  into  operation  in  September  of 
1965,  four  programs  were  currently  in 
progress,  and  thirty-two  new  programs  were 
in  the  planning  stage. 

The  need  for  all  organized  labor  to  coor- 
dinate and  to  accelerate  its  efforts  in  the 
field  of  organization  was  stressed  at  a  meet- 
ing on  April  23  at  the  Statler-Hilton  Hotel 
in  Boston.  The  meeting  was  sponsored  by 
the  State  Labor  Council's  Committee  on  Or- 
ganization and  Affiliation.  Feature  Speaker 
was  Alan  Kessler,  Assistant  Director  of 
Organization  of  the  national  AFL-CIO.  Or- 
ganizers today,  he  said,  face  greater  chal- 
lenges than  those  of  the  thirties  as  they  must 
"have  qualities  that  match  the  skills,  the 
persistence  and  the  commitment  of  today's 
management  groups."  He  pointed  out  that 
over  the  years  not  only  have  the  laws  which 
spurred  union  organization  forced  manage- 
ment to  organize  so  as  to  work  together  to

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offset  union  drives  but  the  rapid  advances 
in  automation  and  technology  have  cut  down 
greatly  the  number  of  industrial  workers  to 
change  drastically  the  whole  complexion  of 
the  American  labor  force. 

More  than  600  labor  people  participated 
in  the  Samuel  Gompers-Philip  Murray 
Memorial  Dinner  at  the  Statler-Hilton  Hotel 
an  Saturday,  May  28,  to  hear  the  former 
California  Congressman,  the  late  FDR's 
eldest  son,  James  Roosevelt,  now  U.  S.  Rep- 
resentative to  the  Economic  and  Social 
Council  of  the  United  Nations.  He  appealed 
for  a  better  understanding  that  our  own 
economy  and  our  own  freedom  are  not  secure 
"unless  we  move  faster  and  on  a  much  larger 
scale  to  bring  the  poor  nations  of  the  world 
into  the  path  of  progress."  The  Dinner  is 
held  every  two  years  by  the  Council's  COPE 
Departments  to  raise  funds  for  the  Council's 
political   activities. 

Union  Counseling  classes  were  held  in 
various  areas  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
United  Fund  and  the  State  and  other  Central 
Labor  Councils.  Seventy-seven  new  coun- 
selors were  graduated  in  Boston  after  at- 
tending weekly  classes  which  had  started  on 
Alarch  14  and  15  under  the  Direction  of  UF 
Labor  Representatives  Joseph  D.  McLaugh- 
lin and  Berry  Aronson.  On  May  4,  fifty- 
eight  counselors  were  graduated  after  at- 
tending classes  sponsored  by  the  United  Fund 
and  the  Norfolk  County  Labor  Council  under 
the  direction  of  Arthur  DiPietro.  Other 
classes  were  run  in  Lynn  and  in  Worcester. 

The  Eighth  Annual  Labor  Institute,  con- 
ducted by  the  State  Labor  Council's  Depart- 
ment of  Education  and  Research,  was  held 
at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  from 
Friday,  June  17,  through  Sunday,  June  19. 
Among  speakers  at  the  Institute  were  Rudolph 
Oswald,  Assistant  Director  of  the  AFL-CIO 
Dejartment  of  Research;  Attorney  Bernard 
Cohen,  who  spoke  on  trends  in  Workmen's 
Compensation  ;  Noah  Minken,  Staff  Assistant 
of  the  Office  of  Assistant  Secretary  of 
Defense ;  Democratic  Senator  George  V. 
Kenneally,  Jr.  and  Republican  Senator  Philip 
Graham ;  Sherman  G.  Sass,  Vice  President  of 
the  Martin  E.  Segal  Company ;  Prof.  Abraham 
Siegel,  Professor  at  the  School  of  Industrial 
Management  of  M.I.T.

The  Ninth  Annual  Convention  this  year 
was  combined  with  the  COPE  Endorsement 
Conference,  a  combining  made  possible  by 
the  constitutional  change  adopted  by  the 
Eight  Convention  to  give  officers  of  the 
Council  two-year  terms.  The  combined  Con- 
vention and  COPE  Conference  was  held  at 
the  Statler-Hilton  Hotel  in  Boston  from 
Tuesday,  October  4,  through  Thursday, 
October  6. 

The  first  three  sessions  of  the  conclave 
were  devoted  to  regular  convention  business, 
which  besides  a  pertinent  speaking  program 
includes  deliberation  on  a  number  of  resolu- 
tions and  the  awarding  of  scholarships.  In 
the  afternoon  session  of  the  second  day  and 
the  morning  session  of  the  third  day,  all  can- 
didates for  the  three  top  administrative  of- 
fices of  the  state  and  for  the  U.  S.  Senate 
were  given  the  opportunity  to  address  the 
delegates  before  the  endorsements  were  made. 

The  final  business  of  the  convention  was 
the  annual  drawing  for  union-made  products 
donated   by   various    union   firms. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  occurred 
on  November  29  when  an  all-day  conference 
was  held  to  discuss  the  role  labor  will  play 
in  the  first  program  in  the  United  States 
designed  to  enlist  labor's  skills  and  experience 
in  the  control  and  prevention  of  youth  crime. 
The  program  was  initiated  with  a  grant  of 
$78,106  from  the  United  State  Department 
of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  to  the 
University  of  Massachusetts.  The  project 
will  be  implemented  through  the  combined 
efforts  of  the  new  Labor  Relations  and 
Research  of  the  University  and  the  Committee 
on  Community  Services  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Labor  Council.  A  turnout  of  more 
than  two  hundred  labor  representatives  from 
throughout  the  state  indicated  a  profound 
interest   in   the   project.

In  the 
82  elections  in  which  it  participated,  involving  15,671 
workers,  55  were  won  to  register  a  winninig  score  of  67 
percent.  Ten  thousand  new  members  were  added  to  the 
rosters  of  AFL-CIO  unions  in  the  area  as  a  result  of  these 
victories.  Emphasis,  however,  was  placed  on  the  need  for 
improvement.  "To  continue  this  all-important  organiza- 
tional job,"  Bart  Murray  stressed,  "the  cooperation  of 
every  individual  here  and  the  respective  international 
officers  and  staffs  is  required.  The  success  or  failure  of 
our  future  Organizing  Program  rests  squarely  on  all  our 
ton  Council.

While  it  is  a  problem  to  find  qualified 
workers,  the  fact  is  that  many  of  yesterday's 
skill  are  outdated  today.  It  is  estimated  that 
a  new  entrant  into  the  work  force  today  can 
expect  to  have  a  change  in  his  skills  five 
times  before  he  reaches  retirement  age.  We 
have  just  seen  a  new  dictionary  of  occupation 
titles  that  contains  34,000  different  occu- 
pations. We  note  the  6,000  new  occupations 
were  added  and  8,000  were  deleted  from  the 
old  dictionary.  It  is  going  to  take  the  com- 
bined effort  of  Industry,  Labor  and  Govern- 
ment to  keep  up  with  the  demand  for  new 
skills  and  to  insure  a  reservoir  of  such  work- 
ers that  are  in  demand  today  and  will  be  in 
demand  tomorrow.
